THE EARTH'S SURVACE. 


It has been proved that tbe whole 


Pacific coast, especially California, 
with all its mountains, is perpetually 
rising, and that at a comparatively 
rapid rate. Tbe land containing in 
its bosom oar grant American hikes 
is slowly sinking; while Southern 
Indiana, Kentucky, and the surround 
iog Slates are rising. Geological 
investigations show tbe great lakes, 
except Oulano, had formerly a 
southern outlet, until gradually by 
northern depressions and southern 
upheavals, a northern outlet was 
formed from Lake £rie into Ontario, 
about forty thousand years ago 
The 


outlet, the Niagara river, is still 
wearing away its channel. 
The di- 


vision line of the water shed south of 
the lakes and the Mississippi valley 
baa since that time been steadily trav- 
elling southward; and when Chicago 
recently turned the water of Lake 
Michigan through the Chicago river 
into the Mississippi Valley, the old 
state of things was artificially re-es- 
tablished, 
ifew Jersey is sinking, 


•with New York City and Long Island, 
at the estimated rate of about sixteen 
inches per cnnrnry. 
The coast of 
Texas is ascending at a verj rap^l 
rate comparatively, some observers 
Stating that it is as much as thirty or 
forty feet in the last half century. 


Combining these observations with 


the results of the recent deep sound- 
ings of tbe United States steamer 
Tuscarora, ic the Pacific Ocean, we 
find that the bed is evidently a sun 
ken continent, abounding in volcanic 
mountains, Horn* two thousand feet 
high, many of them not reaching the 
surface of the ocean, and many oth- 
era which do so forming the number- 
less islands of the Pacific, 


The study of coral rock proves that 


this sinking has been continually 
taking place during several centuries, 
and obervations of the coast will un- 
doubtedly reveal the fact that it has 
not yet ceases. 


The most eminent German geolo- 


gists and ethnologists now maintain 
that the locah'y of man's primitive 
origin, the seat of tbe so called Para- 
dise, was in the Pacific Ocean south 
of Asia, whence the race siowly diffns- 
ed iiself northward to Asia, westward 
to Africa and eastward to Australia. 


Jien the great Pacific continent 


owly sunk, no that the ocean com- 


menced ,fllliug the valleys, man re- 
treated to the mountains, which, by 
Continued sinking, were transformed 
into Polynesia. The insularity of the 
thus pre«erved races was not prod no 
tive of civilization, which requires 
conflict, in which the superiors in 
the end gain tbe victory over the in- 
feriors, iu these islands, the inferior 
races were preserved for want of this 
Conflict; hence their condition, even 
at tbe present day; while primitively 
the advance took place at the spot of 
the most intense conflict, the conti 
nent Southern Asia.

DEATH OF CALEB CUBBING. 


Hon. Caleb Cashing died at his 


borne in Newbnryport, Massachu- 
setts. Thursday night. He was born 
in Salisbury, Essex county, Massa- 
chusetts, January 17, 1800. At the 
•ge of seventeen be graduated at 
Harvard. In 1825 he was admitted 
to the bar and commenced the prac- 
tice o! law at Newbnryport, where he 
has since resided. As a writer for 
magazines and an author of books he 
was successful. In 1844 he negotiat 
ed the first treaty of the United States 
Government with the Emperor of 
China. He was six times elected t 
a member of the Massachusetts Leg 
islatnre and served twice as Mayor 
of 
Newbnryport. 
In 1847, he 


raised, and from his own means 
equipped, a regiment of Massachu- 
setts volunteers, going to their head 
M Colonel to join th<i army of Gen. 
Tyler against the Mexicans. While 
there he was appointed Brigadier 
General. He was in 1852 one of the 
Judges of the Massachusetts Supreme 
Court, and in 1853 was appointed 
Attorney General of the United 
States under President Fierce. In 
1860 be was a Breckenridge Demo 
crat, bat daring the war gave bis 
influence to the cause of the Union. 
In 186S be was appointed one of the 
eminent lawyers to revise and codify 
the laws of th* United States. In 
1872. at the Genrra conference to 
settle the Alabama claims, be was 
^ one of the counsel for. the United 


States, and in December, 1873, b 
wan appointed Minister to Spain. In

TERRIBLE ACCIDENT! 


A Ten-Wheel, Forty-Ton Lo- 


motive Explodes in the 


Snow Sheds! 


The Engineer Killed Instantly! 


The Fireman Fatally 


Injured! 


Conductor Hurled Through 


The Sheds! 


A FRIGHTFUL SCENE! 


[From the advanced sheets of tho Trnckee 


Republican of January 4th, we obtalu the follow. 
Ing. 


The most dreadful accident ever 


known on the bacramento Division 
occurred about 3 o'clock Thursday 
afternoon. Engine No. 17, a mam- 
moth ten-wheeler, weighing forty 
tons, exploded one mile east of Sum- 
mit station. The engine Lad coma 
from Wadsworth with the head sec- 
tion of freight train No. 8, and after 
remaining about an hour in Trockee, 
started for summit as "pusher," be- 
hind engine No. 38. N. S. Peck la 
engineer of the 38, and says that as 
the train was moving along ut un 
ordinary race of speed, a terrible re 
port was heard, and his engine was 
lifted bodily from the track and 
hurled forward as if shot out of a 
monster cannon. Whej Mr. Peck 
succeeded in stopping his engine, he 
returned and ascertained that the 17 
was lirerally blown to pieces. Put- 
ting all steam he hurried to Summit 
and telegraphed the news. A wreck 
ing train started in a few moments 
from Trriokee under the direction of 
Train Master W. B. Watsoo, con- 
veying Dr. A. J. Pedlar, Justice John 
Reiser and a number of workmen 
and citizens to the scene of disaster. 
Meantime, however, the news came 
that W. W. Norton, engineer, and 
Charles F. Hoy, firemen, had both 
been killed, and that 8. H. Green, 
yardmaster, and acting conductor, 
was dangerously wounded. 
Three 


more popular men could hardly be 
found in Trnckee and the wildest ex 
oitement prevailed in town. When 
the wrecking tram arrived at the 
place of the accident, a dreadful 
spectacle was presented to view. 
Engineer Norton, crushed, mangled, 
and with the greater portion of his 
bead blown away, lay dead just out- 
side the sheds. One half, or a profile 
of hia face remained uninjured and 
appeared perfectly natural. Engine 
No. 17 was a shapeless mass of bent 
and broken iron, and fragments of 
broken car wheels mingled with 
pieces of shed timbers and portions 
of wrecked cars. 
The boiler had 


been lifted from its running-gear and 
thrown ahead some hundred feet, the 
hind end being forward and resting 
against the granite composing the 
wall of the snowshed. The hind 
end of the boiler and the fire- 
box were blo-rn backward dash- 
ing 
into 
the end of the first 


box-car. The tender was on top of 
the forward 
driving wheels, and 


the other 
drivers were scattered 


all through the wreck. One bun 
dred and twenty feet of the roof 
of the 
shed was blown off and 


thrown three hundred feet down the 
mountain side. The entire lower 
portion 
of the shed for at least 


seventy-five feet was blown down 
the mountain. Hugh timbers four- 
teen inches square were broken like 
pipe stems 
Blood was spattered on 


the beams of the roof and on the 
snow. A boot and sock belonging to 
Charlie Hoy lay on the top of the 
second oar. It had been stripped from 
his foot by the explosion 
Both 


Hoy and Norton were evidently 
thrown upward and backward over 
two box-cars. S. H. Green was Con- 
ductor of the special, and at the time 
of the accident was standing on the 
engine with Norton and Hoy. 
He 


says that not three minutes before 
the explosion he noticed the steam 
gauge, and that there was only one 
hundred pounds of steam, and the 
water glass was half full of water, 
Charlie Hoy was just putting in 
some wood. Green does not remem- 
ber anything nntil he found himself 
lying in the snow outside of the 
sheds. He had been thrown for- 
ward at least fifty feet. His first im- 
pression, was, that the sheds were 
falling, and in tryitg to avoid them, 
he came near falling, over a three 
hundred foot precipice. He heard 
Hoy calling for help bnt was too bad- 
ly injnred to render any assistance. 
Green's coat was blown off his back 
and tamed inside ant The leg of his 
pantaloons was blown to fragments 
and 
both 
his 
legs 
were 


scalded. Green 
was cot 
above 


and below the left eye. Charlie 
Hoy was thrown backward and fell 
on the opposite side of the train from 
the engineer. The front part of bis 
skull was crushed, and be' was bruised 
and scalded all over his face, arms 
and legs. He wag taken at once to 
Summit, and received the best med- 
ical care and attention, bnt died at 
8:15 
o'clock 
Thursday 
eveung. 


Green's watch stopped at 3:17 o'clock, 
probably indicating the exact time 
of the accident. J. W. Hoy, father, 
and Willie Hoy, brother of Charlie, 
went from Trnckee on the wrecking 
train, and were with the sufferer dur- 
ing his last moments. Charlie was 
unable to converse, partially con- 
scious. Mrs. A. Hoy his mother, and 
Emma Garcia his sister, were at 
Wadsworth. Mrs. Norton was also 
there, and Frank Free, Division 
Superintendent, sent a special train 
with these three ladies at once to 
Truckee. Mr. W. W. Norton was 
about thirty two years of age. He 
was a fine engineer, and was highly 
esteemed by all who knew him 
Last May he was married to Miss 
Annie Gray of Truckee. The grief 
of the young wife is heartrending. 
Charlie Hoy was a sober, steady, 
industrioas boy. For fix a years 
he has hardly lost a day. He 
expected soon to be promoted to the 
position of engineer. He was twen- 
ty-three years of age. An inquest 
was being held yesterday, and close 
inquiry was being made into the 
cause of the accident. Engine No. 
17 was very old, and last Spring blew 
out a plug near Reno, severely scald- 
ing Pete Lish, conductor. She was 
then placed in the Wadsworth repair 
shops, and was thoroughly over 
hauled. The cause of the accident 
will probably remain a mystery. A 
terrible gloom rests over Trnckee. 


The funeral service of Mr. Norton 


took place yesterday afternoon at 3 
o'clock, at the M. E. Church, and his 
body was taken to Sacramento this 
morning for interment in the City 
Cemetery. 


One-Armed Salisbury. 


This well known individual was in 


town yesterday on his way to Boston 
to visit his friends and relatives. 
Canty has been fortunate in stocks 
and cleared up between five and six 
thousand dollars. This good luck, 
together with the fact that be has an 
invalid sister in Boston who is anx- 
ious to see him, causes him to take 
the trip. Ha intended to go through 
Reno in the night time, bnt the ex 
plosion of the locomotive No. 17 de- 
layed the overland, BO that be had to 
stay here several hours, which time 
he improved renewing acquaintances 
and visiting old haunts.
